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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is a divisional of application serial number 09/810,01 1 filed March 15, 2001. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Troy Schmelzer on 12/02/04. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 28 has been cancelled. 

3. The title has been changed to: 

AN ELECTRICAL DISTRIBUTION BOARD WITH INTERCONNECTED OPTICAL 
REPEATERS AND ELECTRICAL BREAKERS 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 27 and 29-33 and 36-37 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention relates to an electrical distribution board that stores a signal 
cable connected to a communication network and an electrical power cable connected 
to electrical distribution cable, an outlet box connected to the distribution board through 
in-building complex cables (an electrical distribution cable and an optical fiber cable) 
wherein (a) the outlet box has an electrical plug with a gate that opens an optical 
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connector receptor section when a tip of an electrical plug is inserted in an electrical 
plug receptor section as required by claim 27, (b) electrical distribution breakers are 
placed between the electrical power cable and an in-building electrical distribution 
cable, a gateway is connected between the communication network and in-building 
network as required by independent claims 29, 30, 31 and (c) the plug having a cord is 
connected to the outlet box to supply power and transmit optical signals as required by 
independent claims 36 and 37. Such a configuration of an electrical distribution board 
was not found in prior art.
